To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Litherland,  during  1964. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  good  throughout  the  year, 
although  there  were  366  cases  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year, 
compared  with  262  in  1963.  Of  these,  however,  338  were  cases  of 
measles,  mainly  occurring  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  There  were 
no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diptheria. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  at  20.3  per  1,000 
population,  compared  with  19.5  in  1963.  Furthermore,  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate,  which  was  19.0  per  1,000  live 
births,  compared  with  25.7  in  1963.  The  actual  number  of  infant 
deaths  was  ten. 

The  general  death  rate  was  13.0  per  1,000  compared  with  15.1 
in  1963.  There  were  again  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  standard 
of  work  but  there  is  a  shortage  of  staff,  which  makes  it  extremely  diffi¬ 
cult  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  ever  increasing  legislation  in  the 
field  of  public  health.  In  particular,  it  was  not  possible  to  make  any 
inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
1963,  nor  has  it  been  possible  to  start  on  a  survey  with  a  view  to  making 
a  smoke  control  area. 

During  the  year  they  inspected  655  dwelling  houses  for  housing 
defects  and  2,878  inspections  were  made  for  this  purpose.  As  a  result 
of  these  visits  and  action  taken  by  the  local  authority,  360  houses  were 
rendered  fit  for  habitation. 

Finally  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  support  and  interest  during  the  year  and  the  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

Live  Births 

There  were  526  births  during  the  year,  249  males  and  277  females, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  20.3  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  a  rate  of  19.5  in  1963.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  18.4 

Stillbirths 

Stillbirths  totalled  1 1,  or  at  a  rate  of  20.5  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  as  against  14  still  births  or  at  a  rate  of  27.0  during  the  previous 
year.

Deaths 

Deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  225  or  an  adjusted  rate  of  13.0 
per  thousand  population,  as  against  260  deaths  with  a  rate  of  15.1 
during  the  previous  year.

Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  totalled  10,  making  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  19.0  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with 
13  deaths  at  a  rate  of  25.7  last  year.

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Neo-natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  totalled  4,  the 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  being  15.2  The  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  8  deaths,  making  a  rate  of  15.8. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  this  year  or  last  year.  The  maternal

Inspectors.  Shops,  vehicles  and  premises  where  food  is  prepared, 
stored,  conveyed  or  sold  are  kept  under  constant  supervision.

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  1964,  402  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified. 
The  corrected  total  of  confirmed  cases  amounted  to  402  as  against 
262  on  the  previous  year.  The  subsequent  tables  give  details  of  age 
groups,  deaths  and  etc., 

3  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  investigating  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  9  confirmed  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compared  with  5  the 
previous  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  which  continues 
to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  16  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  63  cases  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  whooping 
cough. 

Diphtheria 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  1964,  and  none  was  recorded 
the  previous  year. 

Measles 

348  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year  compared  with  174  cases  in 
1963.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  measles,  but  it  still  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950  ETC. 

The  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  ,1950,  but  as  a  consolid¬ 
ating  measure  only,  making  no  change  in  the  existing  legislation. 
Under  the  Act  the  routine  inspection  of  shops  was  continued  during
